Sarayevo, June 29 “A bomb thrown

the main street of the Bosnian capital, 
was the signal this morning for a ser- 
fous anti-Servian outbreak, which the 
troops found difficult In quelling, 

The only damage done by the bomb 
was a siight injury to a passing Mus- 
sulman, but the rougher element seiz- 
ed the incident excuse te 
start a They were 
Joined by a number of Croation stud- 
ents and the crowd passed along the 
streets stoning the windows of Servian 
shops, clubs, schools and houses and 
looting the interiors, 

The manifestants proceeded to par- 
ade the street with a portrait of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph at their head, 
They sang the Austrian national an- 
them, and attacked everything Servian 
until they were confronted by an over- 
whelming number of soldivrs, 

All the chief points of the city were 
immediately occupied by troops. 

Martial law was proclaimed both In 
the city and the district of Sarayevo in 
consequence of the assassination yes- 
terday of Archduke Franz Ferdinand 
and the Duchess of Hohenberg. 

Vienna, June 29-—The opinion has 
gained ground in authoritative circles 
here that the future of Austria-Hun- 
gary, now more than ever depends upon 
the health of the venerable Emperor 
Francis Joseph. 

It was pointed out jn high political 
circies that if the emperor is permitted 
to reign only a few years more every- 
thing may continue as usual and Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand's death will 
have little lasting material effect upon 
the forelgn or domestic affairs of the 
dual monarchy. 

It was argued that should a youthful 
and inexperienced ruler Iike the Arch- 
duke Charles Francis Joseph, son of the 
late Archduke Otto, suddenly be called 
upon to take the reins of government, a
